We »ivo this morning from the Toronto 
Mail Sir John Macdonald's nnnounoe- 
merit respecting the negotiations between 
the government of the Dominion and the 
-British Columbia government on the nub- 
jeet of the drydock, Island railway and 
railway lands. The announcement com- 
pletely disposes of the statement made by 
a local print that the §750,000 which the 
Dominion government have agreed to give 
to the province in lieu of compensation 
for railway delays is not intended to be 
applied to the construction of the Island 
railway. So that there may be no further 
misconstruction on this point wo givo Sir 
John Macdonald's remarks in full: 

"There were also some questions aris- 
ing out of arrangements respecting lands 
in connection with the Canadian rucific 
Railway and the question of the liability 
or supposed liability of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to construct the Island railway. 
With regard to the last mentioned it was 
agreed that on getting a receipt in full for 
all the obligations of theDominioti respect- 
ing this railway, the Dominion should 
contribute thoaum agreed to by the late 
government — §750,000."' 

Sir John further states that his govern- 
ment have agreed to take over the dry- 
dock after recouping tho province for the 
moneya'oxpended thereon; and that the 
railway lands will he thrown open to set- 
tlement immediately. On this last point 
Sir John says distinctly that Mr. Trutch 
will be instructed to open a land ollice for 
t he purpose of settling immigrants along 
the main line of railway. This statement 
is extremely satisfactory. Sir John con- 
tinues that his government felt itself tin- 
ablo to introduce a bill at this session to 
conBrm the bill passed by the British Co- 
lumbia legislature because the bill read 
that the "arrangement was made to en- 
able tho Dominion government, to build 
the Island road;" when in point of fact 
tho Dominion government only "under- 
took to facilitate the formation of a com- 
pany with satisfactory guarantees of its 
soundness" to construct the road. An- 
other objectionable feature, Sir John 
ndded, was the insertion of a clause in the 
provincial bill that the Island lands should 
bo sold at §1 per acre. "As this land," 
ho continued, "was to form the subsidy 
of the company the government felt they 
had no right to fix a price for it. It was 
a matter for regret, of course, that owing 
to this hitch the government had been 
unable to present a definite proposition 
to this parliament on this inattor, but it 
could not be helped." In conclusion the 
suggestion is thrown out for an extra 
session of the provincial legislature to 
amend tho bill; and meanwhile the Do- 
minion government will proceed to the 
formation of a company so far as can be 
done on tho assurance of the British Co- 
lumbia government to do what is possible 
to secure tho sanction of the provincial 
parliament to an alteration of tho bill. 
With regard to the objection to the upset 
price of tho lands we are in a position to 
stato that tt responsible company who desire 
tu build the Hue. hare already offered to sell 
the Island lands to actual settler* at $1 per 
arte, but this fact was not known to- Sir 
John when ho made his amendment. The 
remaining objection is one which, in our 
opinion, should nor. induce the Dominion 
government to withhold the bill. At any 
rate, as has been observed, the premier 
states that lie is prepared to make pro- 
visional arrangements, form an Island rail- 
way company and undertake all prelimi- 
naries upon the assurance of this govern- 
ment that they will undertake to ask the 
legislature to sanction the alteration of 
the bill. Tho suggestion thrown out of 
an extra session of tho legislature can 
scarcely be acceded to unless the Do- 
minion government should consent to 
defray the cost thereof. There is reason 
to believe, however, that the difficulties 
referred to by Sir John have either been 
or will be overcome in the course of a 
short time, and that there will practically 
be very little, if any, delay in carrying 
out all points of the agreement. Tho tint 
step, viz., the throwing open of the main- 
land lands is confirmed by Sir .John's an- 
nouncement. The dry dock matter is 
being put in shape for the transfer and 
the Island railway company is already in 
course of organization.

the nakedness of truth before the eyes 
of Grcvy and his ministers, anil we 
have reason to believe that such an 
impression has been created tint 
will cause a change of minister- 
ial policy. *\Ve can no longer conceal 
the fact, but a weapon directed against 
ub. Italy must renounce her radical 
policy and obey orders from Berlin; 
which require her to reconcile herself 
with the Pope. Bismarck's plan, in 
fact, pivots on this reconciliation of 
Italy with tho Holy See. and upon the 
moral support which the Papacy, re-es- 
tablished under favourable auspices, 
would lead to the triple alliance. 
What return does Italy get for all this? 
Hero we touch upon a question that, 
for France, is a burning tao. Offi- 
cial documents exist showing that It- 
aly is now perfectly free to seek com- 
pensation in another direction, and to 
whose detriment? 2s'o extraordinary 
perspicacity is required to answer 
these questions. Moreover at the sug- 
gestion of Bismarck, our forces are 
scattered about all over the surface of 
globe, and are now frittering away their 
strength in Bengal, on the Congo, in 
Madagascar, Tunis and Tonquin, and 
our blundering Government has fallen 
into n trai) set by our bitterest enemy. 
Germany will first annex what is left 
of Lorraine with Nancy and then take 
Frenches ('unite. This vivisection of 
our country, still bleeding from her 
wounds, will bo continued ad tnjinilnm. 
Belgium will get French Flanders. 
England, for her neutrality, will ob- 
tain a port at our side of the channel, 
already suggested by Lord Seymour in 
IS70, as otlieial documents will prove. 
Switzerland will take Chablaiso and 
Fi'ancogney, two inviting morsels that 
Bismarck tempted her with twelve 
years ago. Spain will bo promised 
Boussillon and perhaps a strip of Chts- 
cony." Jf this version of Figaro is 
correct, it would seem that the man of 
blood and iron has at last encircled 
France with an irresistible ^girdle of 
bayonets, until .her position is anala- 
gous to the prisoners of medieval days, 
the doors of whoso cells slowly but 
surely closed in on every side until 
tho victim was crushed out of existence 
by tin; overwhelming weight of mason- 



A cablegram from Paris states that 
threo salient faeLs are now exciting 
hopes or fears of every thinking man 
in Europe: First, that the triple al- 
liance now constitutes, a sort of sup- 
remo tribunal of Europe which is cap- 
able of enforcing its will or caprice up 
on any or all other European Powers 
and without the consent of which no 
European question can be decided; 
second that in the event of war the 
vast armies of Germany, Austria and 
Italy would constitute so many parts 
of one gigantic and perfectly elaborate 
machine, every movement of which 
would be directed by the German gen- 
eral staff; third, that just as the armies 
of Bavaria, Wurtemberg and Baden 
were in 1870 guided by the Prussian 
general staff; third, that just as Prus- 
sia welded together the North German 
Confederation in 1SG(> and the German 
Empire in 1871, so is the • German 
Chancellor now welding together a still 
sweater military and political unit, e- 
qual in extent to the empire of Char- 
lemagne and intended eventually to em- 
brace the whole of central Europe, It- 
aly and the countries contiguous to 
the Danube and the Balkans. Under 
the heading ''Le Secret de Bismarck," 
the Figaro sounds the trumpet note of 
alarm which excites general attention. 
It says: "France must arouse herself 
from the fetes and frivohies that ah- 
sorb her individual attention. Never 
has France been menaced with greater 
perils than at the present moment, 
Never before, has she found herself 
more isolated and enfeebled than now. 
Never before has she been surrounded 
by more powerful and more inveterate 
foes. Concerning these foes there 
' have been many fanciful suppositions, 
more or less well founded, but the facts 
have now been brought to the know- 
ledge of our Government by personag- 
es °of the highest authority. Bis- 
marck's plans and tli e secrets of tho 
triple •alliance have at last been set in 



THE NEW LICENSE HI LI.. 

There is likely to be strenuous opposi- 
tion to the operation of the Dominion 
license bill by the government of On- 
tario. Mr. Mowat holds that the Do- 
minion have nob tho constitutional power 
to regulate licenses; that it belongs to 
the provinces exclusively. Tho supreme 
court of Canada, on the other hand, has 
decided that tho power is vested in the 
Dominion, and is in accordance with that 
decision Sir John Macdonald has intro- 
duced tho measure. The Toronto Globe, 
wo observe, says that the Ontario govern- 
ment will decline to recognizo the author- 
ity of tho Dominion till a decision of the 
Privy Council lias been given in tho 
matter. In Ontario, and, probably, in 
Nova Scotia, the Dominion will license 
one set of houses and tho province an- 
other. Mr. Mowat holds that the B.N. A. 
act vests tho control in the province. 
Justice Burton and other legal authorities 
have taken the same view. Air. Meredith 
says that the province ought to control 
the licenses, and if the Imperial act does 
not confer the power it ought to be 
changed for the purpose of placing the 
power with tho provinces. Sir John 
Macdonald's contention is that the decis- 
ion that tho Scott act passed by the Do- 
minion parliament if legal gives by impli- 
cation the control of liquor licenses to tho 
Dominion, except that the provinces can 
impose a license fee for revenue. It is a 
pity that Sir John did not get a decisive 
answer from the Privy Council before he 
went to the length of legislating.

PORTSMOUTH, EngT, June 2.— It is re- 
ported that the men-of-war Shannon and 
Prince Rupert will proceed to China to 
reinforce the British squadron there. 

Vienna, June 2. — A correspondent re- 
ports that Turkey is seeking a coalition 
with Russia against Great Britain. 

DUBLIN, June 2.- — Thomas CnfFrey, the 
fourth Phoonix Park murderer, was hang- 
ed in Kilmaiiiham jail this morning. 
Oaffroy wrote a letter to his mother last 
evening, in which he says: "I hope you 
will never have cause to blush for my 
name. As I am paying tho penalty of 
my crime in this world I hope 1 won't 
have to seller for it in the next." 

Toulon, June I. — The French trans- 
port Myth sailed for Tonquin to- day with 
IC00 troops.

Tho British Proas T/nanimous in Ap- 
proval of tho Choice. . 

London, May 22. — The appointment 
of the Marquis of Lansdowne as governor 
general of Canada is generally approved 
by the English press. Tho Times says: 
While not gifted witli the brilliant quali- 
ties of Lord Dutlerin, nor able to boast 
the royal connections of Lord Lome, nev- 
ertheless tho character of his antecedents 
mark him as very well fitted for the post. 
The Times further points out that no un- 
i.rsual difficulties or vexatious political 
problems will meet tho new governor gen- 
eral on his arrival. Tho foreign relations 
of the Dominion are excellent, confeder- 
ation works well, and the work of the 
Canadian government must for some time 
be rather material than political, and di- 
rected towards tho development ot' tho 
physical resources of the country. The 
development of the vast wheat-growing 
lands of the northwest and tho natural 
wealth of British Columbia must con- 
tinue the principal care of tho Canadian 
government and the governor general. 
The Times also again supports tho Irish 
emigration scheme.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Ottawa, May 25. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

TERMS WITH BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Sir John Macdonuld snid tho govern- 
ment had hoped to be able to ■ lay before 
the house during the present session some 
legislation as the result of recent negoti- 
ations that had been going on with the 
government of British Columbia with a 
view of securing a settlement of the .dif- 
ference that existed between the two gov- 
ernments, Ho regretted, however, that 
owing to delays in tho negotiations this 
was not possible, and he would state short- 
ly, for tho information of the Iioubo and 
the country, the position in which the 
matter now stood. In order finally to 
settle till matters in dispute between 
British Columbia and the Dominion, 
which had existed almost since the time 
of the union, negotiations wore entered 
into a few months ago through Mr. 
Truteh, the lieutenant governor of the 
province. The chief cause of complaint 
in British Columbia was the failure to 
carry out literally tho terms of union as 
to the commencement and completion of 
a lino of railway which would connect 
that province with the eastern portion of 
the Dominion. He would not trouble 
the house with :i restatement of the vari- 
ous circumstances which led to that de- 
lay. Il had naturally been u source of 
irritation an J annoyance in British Co- 
lumbia that all tho advantages of the ex- 
penditure in the construction and the use 
of the road afterward had not been se- 
cured at an earlier day. If would he re- 
membered that when the late government 
wero in power, they made a very vigorous 
effort to settle the matter, A proposition 
was made to British Columbia to give 
them S7o0,000 as compensation for loss 
in the non-performance of the contract. 
It would be remembered how that ar- 
rangement failed. Besides this question, 
there was another connected with the con- 
struction of the graving dock at Esqui- 
mnlt, to which the government had agreed 
to advance the sum of §550,000, and tho 
British Admiralty a further a further sum 
of £'50,000 sterling upon tho completion 
of tho work. These two questions and 
the question of the land grant in aid of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway had all to bo 
settled. An arrangement was now made 
to the effect that on getting a receipt in 
full from British Columbia by an Act of 
tho legislature for all those claims, the 
Dominion government should contribute to 
lite, building of the island railway to the. e*- 
ttnt'of$750,000, and that they should con- 
tribute tlu fnrtheAiHm ofQZvO, 000 which had 
so far been expended on the Hxtpiinudt grav- 
hiy dock and undevtahe to complete the work. 
Tho money subsidy towards these two ob- 
jects would therefore he a million dollars. 

TlIK tSCllSIDY FOR rilK CONSTRUCTION OF

all concerned. In order to assist fur- 
ther in the construction of that road, the 
British Columbia government hud agreed 
to transfer the lands that had origin- 
ally been reserved for that 
undertaking to the Canadian gov- 
ernment, to be handed over in instal- 
ments to the company constructing the 
road from time to time as the work pro- 
gressed, along with tho money subsidy. 
In reference to the land grant for the 
Canada Pacific railroad, it would be re- 
membered that a reserve of 20 miles on 
each side of tho lino was made to aid the 
work, but was also agreed by tho terms of 
union that the right of squatters on these 
lands should bo respected, and the union 
treaty provided that any deficiency which 
should arise from this cause within the 
20-mile belt should be made up out of 
tho lands contiguous to ■ this belt. 
The. line of railway passed along a gorge 
of the Fraser river, with no very wide 
valley on each side, and the 20-milo bolt 
comprise a large quantity of mountain 
land, which was valueless for agricultural 
or other useful purposes, while of the 
valley itself, a very large portion was id- 
ready held by other parties under various 
titles. In order to make up all deficien- 
cies and in order to make an inducement 
for the Dominion govermnant to enter 
into tho fullest arrangement for taking 
tho graving dock off their hands, the 
British Columbia government had agreed 
to supplement the land grant along the 
lino of railway by conveying to the Do- 
minion It, 500, 000 acres of land in the 
Peace River country and contiguous to 
our own Northwest, to be located in it 
rectangular block by the Dominion gov- 
srnment. Tho land lay on the eastern 
of the Rocky mountains. It was known 
to be good for agricultural purposes, and 
while it was of value to tho Dominion its 
loss would involve no real sacrifice to 
British Columbia on accountof its remote- 
ness from the main portion of the province. 
Had the negotiations gone on without check 
tho government of the Dominion would 
have taken the responsibility of asking 
parliament during the present session to 
pass an act confirming the arrangement. 
But in ordor to carry out this arrngement 
t he British Columbia government in good 
faith submitted, necessarily at a late 
stage of tho session, on account of their 
having to wait for the return of Mr. 
Truteh, an act for the purpose. A copy 
of that act was received by the Canadian 
government a short time ago by tele 
graph, and it was found on looking over 
it that by an error of the draughtsman 
the terms of the agreement wore ma- 
terially altered, because it. provided that 
the Canadian government should build 
the road, and in order to enable them to 
do so, it passed an act of incorroration to 
be applied to the company with whom 
this government should enter into ar- 
rangements for the construction of the 
road. It was no portion of the agree- 
ment that the Canadian government 
should build this line. They agreed to 
see that an incorporated com- 
pany shouid undertake tho work 
on aeenrity which would be satisfactory to 
the British Columbia government, and to 
hand over the lands and money as the 
work progressed, but they in no way 
pledged tiiu faith of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to build the road, and they had 
to inform, tho British Columbia authori- 
ties, tliat they had no hope then, if they 
wero willing to undertake such an obli- 



gation, of carrying the scheme through 
Parliament as a government work. An- 
other clause had been inserted in the bill 
which was also contrary to the agreement, 
and which, he fancied, was inserted un- 
der the idea that it would nut be objected 
to. That 'was to the effect that all the 
lands which had been given in aid of tho 
island railway, except coal and minora] 
lands, for the next four years, should bo 
sold at SI per acre. As this grant was to 
be given to the contractors as they built 
the road, the government felt that they 
had no right to diminish its value by 
limiting its price. This was no part of 
the agreement and the British Columbia 
government had to be informed that with- 
out the consent of the company it could 
not be assented to. It was to be regret- 
ted that a difference between the Act 
passed by the British Columbia govern- 
ment and the agreement which was made 
prevented the passing of a concurrent act 
by tho Canadian Parliament during its 
present session, hut ho had no apprehen- 
sion of a deadlock from this cause. There 
would bo some little delay. The British 
Columbia legislature had prorogued, but 
he had little doubt that they would re- 
assemble shortly anil -111101111 the Act so 
as to make it conform to the 
agreement. That once done the govern- 
nieut here would take the responsibility 
of making all kinds of provisional arrang- 
ments for the organization and incorpora- 
tion of a company, so that when Parlia- 
ment meets next year they would be able 
to submit a measure confirming the agree- 
ment so made. He had no doubt the 
government would be able to get a com- 
pany of capitalists who would bo willing 
to undertake I he work upon the assur- 
ance that the government would do what 
they could to pass tho measure through 
Parliament at its next session. . Another 
question of great importance was tho 
opening up id the lands on the mainland, 
on each side of the railway. Immediate 
uction in this matter was necessary to 
meet the demands of the immigration 
which was pouring into that country. 
Oil this head it was the intention of the gov- 
ernment to instruct Mr. Truteh to open -1 
land tjjji.ee fur the purpose of putting the 
tttntt along the Hue of railwaij into t/tewu/r- 
ket and opening it up for settlement. It 
was part of the agreement that thor.e 
lands should bo placed in tho market on 
liberal terms, and speaking approximate 
ly, he presumed they would be offered at 
the nominal price of one dollar per acre 
or thereabouts. As a great portion of 
those lands had been squatted upon, the 
Canadian government had also agreed 
that the settlers should have the right to 
all unimproved land at the ordinary price 
There would bo no obstruction to the set- 
tlement in consequence of the postpone- 
ment of work on the island. These were 
tho facts of the case, and he thought it 
proper to lay them before the house as 
they wore. He regretted that he could 
not do it earlier in the session, because 
communications had been going on be- 
tween the two governments up to yester- 
day. 

Mr. Trow said ho thought the govern- 
ment deserved credit for having arranged 
hotter terms with British Columbia, 
which would also be so advantageous to 
tho Dominion. Up to within a recent 
date any such arrangements would prob- 
ably have been somewhat premature, be- 
cause the exact location of the Canadian 
Pacific railway was not known, and tho 
nature and value of the lands forming tho 
grant could not be determined. Ho 
thought it would be a good exchange 
which would secure us three and a— half 
million acres in Peace river district ad- 
joining the lands belonging to the Do- 
minion. Ho thought it was near time 
that this matter was taken in hand and 
some scheme adopted which would not 
greatly increase our indebtedness. 

Mr. Baker (Victoria) said all that Brit- 
ish Columbia wanted was that the terms 
on which she entered confederation should 
he carried out as quickly as possible. Ho 
protested against this arrangement being 
regarded in the light of better terms for 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Trow, rising to correct a misinter- 
pretation of his speech by tho last speaker 
said ho thought it would bo better to wait 
a few years bid' ire carrying out these un- 
dertakings. Wo ought not to spend mil- 
lions of dollars lor the sake of a few thou- 
sand people. 

Mr. Baker said if it had not been for 
such a shuffling policy of the Mackenzie 
administration, the lino connecting Brit- 
ish Columbia, with the older provinces 
would have been now completed. 

LIQUOR LICENSE^ LAW PASSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSE. 

Eritl3h Columbia not Eitemptod- 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

I From Globe] 
Ottawa, May 23. • — The following is tho 
continuation of hist night's proceedings. 
Mr. Blake moved another amendment, to 
the effect that the clause restricting the 
number of licenses should not apply to 
the province of British Columbia for three 
years, and that after that tho number of 
licenses should be one for every 200 of 
the first 7,000 of the population, and one 
for every 500 above that. Lost on a di- 
vision by a largo majority. 

THE VOTINO TO l'.E BY BALLOT, 

Mr. Cameron (Victoria) moved an am- 
endment to the effect that tho local op- 
tion elections instead of being by open 
vote should be by ballot, as in the Scott 
Act, ami that all the machinery provided 
for elections under the Scott Act. should 
apply to this act. This was carried with- 
out dissent. Mr. Patterson (Essex) pre- 
sented an amendment to provide that tho 
reduction of licenses below that proposed 
by the Ontario Crooks Act should not 
take effect until the 1st May, 1880. This 
he said, was to enable those holding 
licenses in Ontario to sell out their stock 
and convert their premises into stores, 
etc. 'Mr. McCarthy thought this clause 
.should be limited to those- municipalities 
where the limit of the Crooks Act had 
been reached. If this wero done ho saw 
no reason why the amendment should 
not lie adopted, particularly 113 the prin- 
ciple of postponing fhe operation of tho 
reduction had been recognized with re- 
gard to shop licenses. Mr. Foster ob- 
jected to the motion as recognizing tho 
principle that hotel keepers had vested 
rights. He briefly elaborated tho argument 
he had advanced against the clause, Sir 
Leonard Tilloy said that this hill would 
cut oft' about half the licenses in New 
Brunswick, and he objected to this clause 
which would practically prevent that re- 
duction. Mr. Unas said that after hav- 
ing voted down such a proposal regarding 
British Columbia, anil after having de- 
clared in favor of a uniform law for the 
whole Dominion, the House wotdd not 
support this amendment. Mr. McCarthy 
amended Mr. Patterson's motion in the 
direction he had suggested, and upon a 
proposition in that shape the house di- 
vided, tho amendment being lost by thu 
folio wingdivisian: — Yeas, fifty-eight; nays 
eighty. 



Mr. Foster moved three amendments. 
First, to make more stringent ho search 
clause; 2nd, to strike out from the clausu 
prohibiting the sale to minors the restric- 
tion "to bo consumed on thi premises;" 
this allowed the sale to minors if thoy 
did not drink the liquor on tho premises; 
llrd, to provide a penalty against those 
physicians why, in places where local 
prohibition prevailed, trafficked in certi- 
ficates for prescriptions containing liquor. 
After a short discussion the motion was 
carried and the amendments wore made 
in the bill. 

THE LICENSE BILL PASSED. 
Mr. Robertson (Shelburne) moved the 
following in amendment to the motion 
for the third reading: — "That the gen- 
eral understanding sinco the confederation 
has boon that under the constitutional 
act the provinces of this Dominion have 
jurisdiction over the regulation and re- 
striction of the sale of intoxicating liquor, 
tho hours of sale, and other incidents of 
the business; that the local character of 
the question and use of local machinery 
and institutions show that the public in- 
terest will be best served by a continu- 
ance of provincial jurisdiction over these 
matters; that the question of provincial 
jurisdiction having been raised by the 
Speech from the Throne, the action of 
this house should be in the direction of 
removing these doubts and establishing 
provincial jurisdiction instead of assuming 
jurisdiction us proposed in this bill." The 
motion was lost on the same decision. Tho 
bill was road a third time and passed amid 
great applause. The house wont into 
committee of supply on further supple- 
mentary estimates.
